fxrndon, Ju ly 11.— To the war news 
today there is more coherence than 
at any time since the erstwhile allies 
be^un fighting. 
It may well be that all 
the combatants after the recent enor­ 
mous losses are ready to welcome an 
arrangement for peace, but none is yet 
credited with a deflnie advance toward 
this end except Bulgaria. 
That the 
latter appealed to R ussia to arrange 
an arm istice is stated so definU ly 
from Vienna and Baris as to create 
general confidence in its accuracy. 
It 
is possible that Bulgaria’s appeal to 
the czar has been prompted as much 
or more by R oumania’s mobilization 
as by the recent Bulgarian reverses. 
According to reports from Vienna, a 
R oumanian 
detachment crossed 
the 
Bulgarian 
frontier 
yesterday 
after 
noon. 
A dispatch from Belgrade says the 
Bulgarian troops continue to retire, j 
closely pursued by the Servians. 
The 
Bulgarians retreating from Ishtih had 
intended to occupy ltadovitoh, an ini 
portant tow n some miles to the east. ! 
but the Servian cavalry drove them I 
out of this strategic position. 
The 
Bulgarians fled precipitately, leaving 
the dead and wounded, and throwing 
aw ay rifles, ammunition and food 
Owing to the terrible loss of life! 
which has marked t h e fighting in ad- j 
dltion to the ever-increasing danger of 
an epidemic of cholera in the contend 
lng armies, the disposition to bring j 
pressure to bear toward ending tin 
fighting has been rapidly growing. 
it was understood today that the j 
powers had instructed their ministers j 
in Belgrade, Athens and Sofia to urge 
a cessation of hostilities. 
If the note, 
reported to have been sent out by 
Bulgaria yesterday announcing 
that 
Czar Ferdinand was ready to accept 
peace, was advanced to sound the po­ 
sition of the powers, it probably had 
the desired result.

The swallowing process Is a serious 
matter for any serpent, which must 
draw itself painfully over its prey by 
hitching its ja w s, armed with back 
ward curving teeth, forward, on one 
side and then the other, and by simi­ 
lar movements of the neck, ribs and 
skin, until the whole mass has finally 
reached the prolonged stomach. 
The 
snake s jaws are attached to the skull, 
and the bones of the head and neck 
are connected 
by 
elastic 
ligaments 
which may be so stretched that an ob­ 
ject considerably larger than the head 
Itself may be swallowed if rightly seiz­ 
ed; hence prey Is usually turned about 
after killing it until its nose is fore 
most, when tiie undertaking begins. A 
copious flow of saliva assists degulti 
tion. 
Once started, a snake uever knows 
when to stop; has little ability to do 
so, indeed, ami the prey rarely kicks 
loose. 
It has happened frequently In 
zoological collections that a large snake 
has swallowed a smaller one mechan 
ieally, as It were, when each has seized 
the same food animal. Both swallowed 
at it until the larger reached the nose 
of tiie smaller diner and then kept 
right on as long as there was anything 
in Its mouth, unless the victim of this 
discourtesy managed quickly to let go 
of the fare and escape. 
Bartlett tells us. in his book on the 
care of animals in tin* London zoo. of 
one case where a boa constrictor de­ 
voured a cage mate nine feet long who 
did not feci di*q>osed to let go of his 
half of a pigeon.

era tion,” Admiral Dewey says, “to pay 
its own insurance and not to thrust it« 
burdens on the generations that come 
after, and the insurance for peace is » 
navy strong enough to compel It 
Tho 
only function and Justification for the 
existence of a navy Is the preservation 
of peace. To perform this function tbo 
navy must he adequate, and, though 
so much discussed 
In these recent 
times, the word ‘adequate’ as applied 
to the navy has but one meaning, and 
that is an ‘adequate navy* is a navy 
of a strength sufficient to meet and 
defeat any probable enemy. 
“Thii strength Is not alxsolute. but 
relative, and varies from period to pe­ 
riod as fhe other naval powers of tho 
world vary their naval strength 
At 
the present perhid ‘adequacy’ on our 
part calls for n uavy second iu strength 
to that of England only, and In ray 
opinion Inadequacy 1« an Invitation to 
war. 
“WV ourselves, through la» k «>f fore­
